Louisville judge has turned to 
an “overlooked source” in the 
fight against juvenile delinquen­ 
cy—youth itself.

The crushing of Communist and pro-

For days, the rebel forces led by Colonel 
Carlos Castillo Armas seemed to be fighting 
a shadow action. Information was scanty, 
and outsiders concluded after a while that 
the revolt probably would collapse. 
Later it was realized there had been more 
fighting than could be reported. And when 
Colonel Castillo’s small air force swung into 
fuller action and was unopposed, the war’s 
complexion changed. Important towns fell 
to the rebels, and they marched toward the 
capital of Guatemala City.

In the building of a universal state, it is some­ 
times necessary to give the appearance of re­ 
treat in order more skillfully to move forward. 
Such wars as World Was I and World War II 
had to be fought in as much a hurry as possible 
because war exhausts not only the defeated but 
the victors. In building a universal state, how­ 
ever, time is not of the essence. The object is to 
accumulate states by infiltrátion and adhesion— 
a slower, less costly process. » 
The French accept their defeat in Indochina 
and are making the best of it by an apparent com­ 
promise. They are retreating from Hanoi and the 
Chinese Communists will apparently give up Laos 
and Cambodia. Laos and Cambodia can wait un­ 
til the People s Republic of Indochina, supported 
by the Chinese Communists, moves, on its own, 
to unify the whole of Indochina into a federation 
of autonomous republics. Who shall gainsay the 
“voluntary” organization of such a federation— 
the will of the people? And who shall in 1957 or 
1958 say that it is not the will of the people? 
How' easy it becomes to conquer countries 
when it is unnecessary to fight for them! Soviet 
Russia has not lost a man in the Korean or the 
Indochina wars. All that needs to be done is to 
create a new, high-sounding slogan, something 
that is essentially true in thought but utterly 
false in application, something like "Co-exist­ 
ence.” Why, in truth, should not nations with dif­ 
ferent systems of life co-exist? They always have 
in the past. Therefore, use “Co-existence” as a 
method for conquest, just as the word, Democ­ 
racy, worked so well at Yalta and Potsdam. 
Tonkin and Annam in Indochina are now part 
of the Soviet Universal State, mastered by the 
Chinese Communists. These two countries have 
for centuries been under Chinese cultural and po­ 
litical influence. Sometimes, they were actually 
controlled by Chinese Emperors, long before the 
French moved into the Red River Valley. 
Cambodia is altogether a different kind of a 
country. The people are of Khmer origin. The 
Khmers must have been a highly civilized people 
as the ruins of Angkor Vat indicate. These build­ 
ings of surprising beauty could only have been 
planned and built by men of a high state of cul­ 
ture. Some Siamese may also be of Khmer origin., 
although that country consists of many races. At 
any rate, Cambodia is closer to Siam culturally 
than it is to Annam or Tonkin w'here Chinese in­ 
fluences are greater. In fact, Siam once annexed 
Angkor but was induced to restore that city to 
Cambodia.

Suddenly, the impact of this gathering J r^ ,jfisps“med ,hat its con<*uest wiU not ■* ,0° lon* 
storm was felt at the palace. The pro-Red 
regime of President Jacobo Arbenz Guz­ 
man resigned, and was replaced by a mili­ 
tary junta under Colonel Carlos Enrique 
Diaz. 
Distant observers were skeptical of the 
move, fearing a trick by Arbenz. Even the 
junta’s outlawing of the Communist Party 
failed to convince. Colonel Costello said the 
war would go on until the government met 
rebel demands for the complete crushing 
of the country’s Communist elements. 
There followed another palace coup, with 
another junta headed by tough Colonel El- 
fego J. Monzon moving in to replace Colonel 
Diaz. This time the Reds were really given 
the axe. The action satisfied rebel leaders. 
And under the auspices of the Organization

States, 
a 
cease-fire 
was 
arranged. 
Thus, though the rebels never put a 
ground force in the capital and never took 
more than a fair portion of the country, 
their persistence, their tiny but damaging 
air force, and the moral backing given anti­ 
communist elements by the United States 
produced the dramatic ouster of the Reds 
and their sympathizers.

much strategic guidance this country might 
have given the rebels may not be known 
for some time. Indications are it was not 
much. 


What did count heavily was the pres­ 
ence of American Ambassador John Peuri- 
foy, symbol of the great power to the 
north. Quietly but forcefully, he lent moral 
strength to the men who were emboldened 
to overturn Arbenz and clean out the Com­ 
munists. 
The Communist sore spot in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere was rubbed out while it 
was still small. That it could happen as it 
did must be set down, as a minor miracle. 
But it did occur, and it spells victory. Hap­ 
pily, we were not afraid to use at least 
some of our weight quickly and effectively. 
The need for unflagging vigilance close 
to home is an obvious lesson from Guate­ 
mala. A bigger one may be this: America 
must use its moral and material power 
speedily, in the early stages of trouble, if 
it would really wipe out or check the Com­ 
munist cancers that arise to infect this 
globe.

EMPLOYMENT FOR DIABETICS 
It seems difficult to realize that just thirty 
years ago, out of every thousand persons who had 
diabetes, 755 died of it within a fairly short time. 
Nowadays, thanks to insulin and other methods 
of treatment, no person with diabetes mellitus is 
considered lost, even very advanced cases. Every­ 
one can be saved and his condition controlled. 
How is he as an employment risk? The Ameri­ 
can Diabetes Association, a voluntary organiza­ 
tion which has done great work for the diabetic, 
has emphasized its philosophy that the diabetic, 
because of his ability to perform a full day’s work 
satisfactorily despite his disease, should not be 
classed with the physically handicapped. This or­ 
ganization with liaison with the C.I.O., the A.F.L. 
and Railroad Brotherhoods, among others, has 
drawn up some recommendations for both labor 
and management regarding the employment of 
the diabetic. 
Mildly diabetic persons, in no need of insulin, 
present no problem. Of persons with severe dia­ 
betes, needing both insulin and diet control we will 
find two types: (1) the wrell-controlled, coopera­ 
tive person, 
and 
(2) 
the 
uncooperative 
and 
poorly-controlled one. The latter, if hired, are 
liable to prejudice employers against all diabetics, 
for they are not only poor work risks because of 
their diabetes but are likely to be absentees be­ 
cause of complications from their disease. 
Some of the standards suggested are these; 
1. A diabetic seeking employment should pre­ 
sent a note from his physician stating that he is 
controlled and undergoes periodic examinations. 
2. Diabetics should work straight shifts (un­ 
broken and nonrotating). If a rotating shift is 
absolutely necessary’, they should avoid the mid­ 
night to eight in the morning schedule. This is 
the only concession in terms of hours that a well- 
controlled diabetic should ask. 
3. Diabetics should carry cards or tags identi­ 
fying their condition. 
4. If the worker’s schedule is such that he 
cannot visit his regular laboratory regularly, the 
plant physician, in cooperation with the diabetic’s 
family physician, should perform periodic blood 
and urine examinations. 
5. Each diabetic should have a complete an­ 
nual examination. 
6. Those taking insulin in large doses, where 
there is the possibility of coma (unconsciousness) 
occurring, should not be placed in positiops where 
these 
attacks 
might 
endanger 
themselves 
or 
others. 
If these employment standards are put into 
real use by employers and personnel directors, 
the diabetic applicant should be considered just 
as eligible for work as those without diabetes.

But since the 
narrative is intent on covering 
a lot of terrain instead of con­ 
centrating on one emotional 
site, the performances are mere­ 
ly performances. Humphrey Bo­ 
gart is fine as Captain Queeg— 
if you haven’t witnessed the an­ 
guish of Lloyd Nolan in the 
play. Jose Ferrer is impressive 
as Lieutenant Greenwald—if you 
have seen Henry Fonda. Edward 
Dmytryk’s direction is smooth 
and professional, until you start 
comparing it with C h a r 1 e s 
Laughton’s.

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Why Some Parents Endure 
Child’s Chronic Defiance 
By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 
Why do we endure chronic defiance from children? 
I put this question to a Mrs. R. who has been enduring it from 
her 12-year-old daughter. She tells me that Grace can accept no 
direction without attacking her. 
“My mother recently visited us during a scene with Grace,” Mrs. 
R. writes. “She and my sister urged me to spank her. Certainly as 
a child 1 never dared to speak to my mother as this girl speaks to 
me. Many’s the time I got a slap across my mouth for ‘answering 
back’ . . 
Mrs. R. learned her lesson well, didn't she? The slaps for “back- 
talk” have ended all backtalk. 
Just as Mrs. R. used to accept the slaps to avoid more hurt and 
humiliation by her mother, she now endures insolence from her 
daughter to avoid them, too. 
Let’s look back. Does Mrs. R. herself believe that she deserved 
those slaps? Or did someone else tell her that she deserved them? 
For sometimes, as children, we have not deserved slaps for “back- 
talk.” Our motives for a protest have been misunderstood by im­ 
patient parents. 
Because we were young and inexperienced in knowledge of our 
motives, we’ve allowed slappers to tell us we were bad when we 
were actually defending our sense of justice. 
We could not say, “But Brother has no right to use my new 
school pen without asking my permission,” Our inexperience with 
words and motives drove us to say, “I think you’re mean and unfair 
to let Brother take my pen.” 
And the slappers, concerned with words instead of motives 
slapped us for the “backtalk.” 
Under such treatment, we can gradually lose sight of our good 
motives for protest. We begin to agree-with the impatient people 
we have to live with. We agree that our motives were bad — and 
deserved the slaps. 
Such submission to misjudgment took place without our knowl­ 
edge. It is responsible for Mrs. R.’s acceptance of Grace’s insolence. 
To bring herself to fully realze it won’t be a pleasant task. 
. Sometimes we need the support of a skilled person to reassure 
us in our struggle to rid ourselves of the anger we feel at those 
who trained us in such submission. 
Mrs. R. may need such support in her fight to connect her youth­ 
ful submission to slaps with today’s submission to insolence. It 
will take courage to see them as one and the same thing.

“I have ac­ 
tually won a finesse.” 
The situation was stranger 
than Joe realized. He had won 
the opening diamond lead with 
dummy’s king and immediately 
had finessed the jack of hearts 
successfully. 
. 
South continued by taking the 
ace and king of hearts, discard­ 
ing clubs from the dummy. He 
then gave East the queen of 
hearts. 
East returned a club, and Joe 
put up the ace. He eventually 
got around to trying out the 
spades, and he then discovered 
that the bad spade break was 
enough to defeat the slam. 
Poor Hard-Luck Joe. He had 
successfully taken a finesse, and 
still he had lost his slam. 
Strangely enough, he would have 
made his slam contract if he 
hadn't tried the finesse at all. 
South should win the first 
trick with the ace of diamonds 
and lead out the ace, king and 
jack of hearts. East gets the 
queen of hearts, of course, but 
cannot defeat the contract. 
If East returns a diamond, 
dummy wins with the king, and 
South ruffs a diamond in order 
to retiirn to his hand. Since 
West’s honors all drop dummy’s 
nine of diamonds becomes es­ 
tablished. 
South has only to 
draw the last trump and get to 
dummy with the king of spades 
to cash the nine of diamonds. 
If East returns anything but a 
diamond, 
South 
can 
draw 
trumps, cash three top spades, 
and ruff a spade, thus establish­ 
ing dummy’s last spade. He can 
get back to dummy with the 
king of diamonds to cash the 
last spade and make his slam 
in this way.

shouldered by our western allies, 
we can warm ourselves with an 
ideology that has fired emotions 
and imaginations for 178 years. 
Let us salute a great ism: 
Americanism. 
It is profoundly disturbing, 
nonetheless, to note the shrink­ 
ing areas of the world where so- 
called “western thought” pre­ 
dominates. Is the trend actually 
slanting away from us — away 
from the Occident, toward the 
Orient—or are we experiencing 
an historical era of “change” 
which will not, in the long run, 
upset the balance of beliefs and 
ideas (although the balance of 
power is endangered)? 
I leave these questions with 
you. You have to think about 
these things whether you wish to 
or not. Oriental communism is a 
form of religion (Russians are 
“easterners,” of course) and can­ 
not be passed off as a passing 
fancy or fad. A tenet of the re- 
| ligion is “convert or destroy.” 
When we think on these sub­ 
jects we have to keep our se­ 
mantics straight. 
What may 
mean one thing to a Russian or 
a Chinese may mean an entirely 
different thing to us. For exam­ 
ple, C. L. Sulzberger, foreign ob­ 
server for the New York Times, 
reminds us that the word “co­ 
existence” to the western mind 
means 
peaceful-living-together- 
without-clashing (which includes 
trading) while to the Communist 
mind it means “an armed truce 
leading toward inevitable con­ 
flict.’’ So one can see that we 
have to be contrary to wishful 
interpretations of “good sound­ 
ing” terms, until we’re sure we 
know the meaning to all con­ 
cerned. 
In connection wtih the con­ 
trasting ideologies in the world 
today- and certainly there is no 
better time to think about them 
than on the anniversary of our 
Declaration of Independence— 
and noting the various shades of 
thought than run from liberal­ 
ism and socialism to intense con­ 
servatism, it might be interest­ 
ing to consider the significance 
of “imitation” and “contagion” 
on people’s thoughts and im­ 
pulses. 
These two traits in human 
conduct and thinking are the 
potent reasons for there being 
such a hypothesis as the Rumi- 
nator’s theory of contrary opin­ 
ion.Emotional traits (fear, greed, 
hope, wishful-thinking, and so 
on) also greatly influence “crowd 
actions” and people’s impulses. 
However. I think that imitation 
and contagion are the principal 
agents which cause the recurring 
waves of mass movements, crowd 
hysteria, and what might be 
termed 
“propagandized 
mis­ 
conceptions of the majority.” 
You are witnessing this inter­ 
esting (and pernicious?) ex­ 
ample of the workings of imita­ 
tion and contagion currently in 
the propaganda for the softer 
treatment of the Communists. ¡ 
You see it in the promotion o f! 


as dropping water on a stone: it 
wears away resistance. Through 
imitation the ideas become con­ 
tagious and spread widely, as 
with all contagions. And as the 
contagion increases it becomes 
increasingly difficult for the op­ 
position to attract attention in 
opposing the ideas. 
The persistent trend through­ 
out the western world toward 
liberalism — toward socialistic 
tendencies—is a result of imita­ 
tion and contagion. It has got 
to the stage now where the lib­ 
eral and socialist groups are put­ 
ting the tags of dictatorship on 
the conservative and reaction­ 
ary members of society (by call­ 
ing some neo-fascists, for exam­ 
ple, or Senator McCarthy “a 
Hitler,” etc.). 
The recent Army-McCarthy 
hearings offered undeniable evi­ 
dence of the extent to which 
modern communication “univer­ 
salizes” a given public question 
—how thoughts and ideas are in­ 
cubated, imitated, and radiated 
by contagious discussions. 
It will have been noticed. I’m 
sure, that the underlying socio­ 
political trends stood out in 
plain sight during the hearings 
—yet the hearings had not di­ 
rect connection with them. This 
revealed clearly the contagious 
nature of the liberal movement. 
These are some of the rumi­ 
nations that we Americans need 
to hold in mind, and the rumi­ 
nations that came to this writ­ 
er's mind on the glorious Fourth 
of July.
